These figures do not in- 
clude several thousand boxes 
exported to Europe, sent direct 
by truck to shipboard, Los An- 
geles harbor.

In some areas the 
condition is so severe that special 
treatments will undobtedly have to 
be applied in order to again secure 
control, Rounds believes. 


Groves having exceptionally un- 


even sizes of fruit or extreme off- 
hatch scale conditions will need 
special attention for the proper tim- 
ing of treatments. Ranchers are ad- 
vised to keep in touch with their 
district agricultural inspector for the 
best time for treatment. 


When groves were comparatively 


clean of black scale the tendency 
was to reduce dosages and the 
amounts of materials used for each 
tree, Rounds said.

The bonded • indebtedness of the

690,114, or 16.29 per cent of the total 
debt. 


The county's bonded indebtedness

Cooperative Units 
Distribute Many 
Pounds of Food 


During the period from January 1 


to June 30, 1935, the commodity 
bank operated by the department of 
rehabilitation supplied county co- 
operative units with 2,735,000 pounds 
of merchandise, according to a re- 
port on file this week. 


The merchandise included oranges 


weighing 
1,330,000 pounds. 
For 


commodities other than oranges, 
units were charged 
$21,409, for 


which they paid by labor of their 
members. Valuing the oranges, for 
which no charge was made, at five 
cents per dozen, the total value of 
commodities distributed would fig- 
ure at $33,882. 


As the department figures it, the 


cost to the county for the period was 
only slightly above $30,000, and in 
that period the commodities distri- 
buted were valued at $35,882. 


A total of approximately 25,000 


people have been assisted by the 
activities of the department. About 
one-half of these 25,000 people are 
on relief and the balance are living 
on what they receive from the co- 
operatives added to what they pos- 
sess in savings or receive in pen- 
sions. 


Possibility of transferring 10,000 


relief cases from the rolls of the 
county department to rehabilitation 
activities at a saving to the county 
of about half the present relief bud- 
get is suggested if a plan for a co- 
ordinated program can be worked 
out with the charities department. 
This, it was pointed out, would mean 
a saving in relief costs of approxi- 
mately $160,000 monthly. 


It is significant that as a result 


of weed-cutting project originated 
by the department, the cooperatives 
in the first six weeks of their organ- 
ization were able to earn approxi- 
mately $7,000, which is expected to 
swell to $20,000 before the close of 
the season.

Lewis's announcement, inspected the 
Edison communication center, where 
the installation of facilities for emer- 
gency communication service to the 
sheriffs office in the Hall of Jus- 
tice in Los Angeles and all sher- 
iff's substations in the county have 
been completed by Edison engineers. 


The establishment 
of the com- 


munication system reinforcing the 
sheriff's commercial lines, radio and 
state-wide - teletype system shortly 
follows the acceptance by Sheriff 
Biscailuz of the Edison company's 
offer to place the full resources of 
the company at the immediate dis- 
posal of the sheriff's department for 
emergency use. Complete lists of all 
of the company's mobile equipment, 
including tractors, hoists, acetylene 
welding and cutting outfits and port- 
able machine shops, have been listed 
and their locations charted. Lists and 
charts are on file at the sheriff's 
headquarters in the Hall of Justice 
and at each of the ten sheriff's sub- 
stations in the county. 


In the operation of the Edison pri- 


vate telephone facilities as an emer- 
gency unit of the sheriff's office 
communication system, each of the 
seventy-two Edison commercial of- 
fices and each of the company's 251 
electrical transmission and distribu- 
tion substations becomes a point oi 
telephone contact between Sherifl 
Biscailuz's headquarters and the ten 
sheriffs substations. The disaster re- 
lief plan also provides for the imme- 
diate establishment of telephone con- 
tacts over the Edison system to and 
from any sheriff's headquarters tha1 
might be set up in an emergency. 


"The completeness and efficiency
